Jordan's OK 
Of U.S. Plan 
Angers Youths

Thousands of youths demon­ 
strated in Amman today to pro­ 
test acceptance by Jordan and 
Egypt of a U.S. plan for peace 
in the Middle East. Syria and 
Iraq stepped up attacks on the

port the amendment to a 140- 
page congressional reorganiza­ 
tion bill which the House has 
been considering off and on for 
two weeks. 
The teller vote is used during 
consideration

amendments 
when the House sits as a com­ 
mittee. 


Roll-call votes are not allowed 
at such times unless ap amend­ 


ment is approved. An amend­ 
ment defeated normally cannot 
be voted on by later roll-call. 
The proposed change would 
require members to be recorded 
by name on future teller votes if 
at least 20 of those present de­ 
mand it. No longer 
would 
a 
member be able to vote against 
major 
amendments and keep 
his

from

record. 


Another pending amendment 
backed by a smaller coalition 
would permit recording of votes

In a nation of poverty, he 
paid himself $130 a week and 
spent his vacations in a one-sto­ 
ry cottage in the village where 
he was born. 
But from the day he took over 
as premier in 1932, he held Por­ 
tugal and its African chiefs in an 
iron grip. Rebellions developed 
but did not prevail during his 
lifetime in the African territo­ 
ries of Angola, Mozambique and 
Guinea. 
Efforts to stir his people to 
uprising came to naught. 
Salazar’s technique was pa­ 
ternal, sometimes even benevo­ 
lent. But lie controlled police 
and press and permitted token 
opposition for only 40 days be­ 
fore elections every four years. 
With a reputation for financial 
wizardry, Salazar kept Portu­ 
gal’s budget balanced when oth­ 
er European nations were deep 
in debt. But he did so at the ex­ 
pense of the workers, who are 
among the lowest paid, worst 
fed and most illiterate in Eu­ 
rope. 
Yet Portugal’s voters showed 
political unconcern and made no 
serious move to replace him. In 
1966 Salazar declared the public 
revenue had increased 12-fold to 
$600 million, 
illiteracy in the 
school population had dropped 
to almost zero from 70 per cent 
and that production was up.

Chillicothe Saves An Industry

CHILLICOTHE, Ohio (AP) 
The story of “ a community that 
cared and worked together.’

District, Ohio) today introduced 
new 
anti-pcilution 
legislation 
aimed at eliminating mercury 
contamination 
of 
America’s 
waters. 
Harsha, 
the 
acting 
ranking 
Republican 
on 
the 
H o u s e 
Public 
W o r k s 
Committee, said his measure 
would “ provide a means for 
immediate civil and criminal 
action against those persqns and 
industries 
who 
are 
dumping 
mercury into our waters.” The 
“ Mercury Pollution Control Act” 
was prompted by the Interior 
Department’s recent discovery 
of high mercury levels in fish 
o r 
w a t e r s 
t h r o u g h 
approximately 20 states. These 
contamination levels were above 
those thought to be harmful to 
humans. 
Rep. Harsha said he was es­ 
pecially 
concerned 
because 
mercury 
is 
a 
poison 
that 
destroys 
brain 
cells. 
He 
explained that although mercury 
“ is a 
natural 
component 
in 
much of nature, levels from 
natural 
sources 
are 
below 
amounts dangerous to public 
health. 
However,’ 
said 
Harsha, 
“ amounts of mercury presently 
being discharged into waters by 
many industrial firms constitute 
a serious health threat. There 
is 
absolutely 
no 
excuse 
for 
continued 
mercury 
pollution 
because we have the technical 
capability to eliminate mercury 
and 
its 
by-products 
from 
industrial wastes.” 
Harsha also detailed the con­ 
tamination process: “ For many 
years, scientists believed that 
mercury, in its metallic state 
was inert or inactive. Recent 
experimentation 
has 
revealed 
that under certain conditions the 
liquid 
metal 
is 
somehow 
converted to a methyl mercury 
substance. 
That 
substance is 
then metabolized into the flesh 
of fish living in polluted waters. 
This 
mercury 
seems 
to 
accumulate in the fish, without 
any apparent harm, but can 
be injurious to humans if these 
contaminated fish 
are 
eaten. 
Evidence 
also 
suggests 
that 
even 
swimming 
in 
mercury 


capable enough to assume the 
duties inherent in authority.” 
That’s one way of looking at 
it. Another point of view is that 
these are the days when the 
generation in the middle does 
little but worry and pay for the 
generation beyond and the <mc 
behind.
